the four seas which engirdle these islands to whom the news 
did not impart a thrill of gladness—gladness for the sake of 
the Princess herself, of her husband, of the Queen, and of Old 
England, who now sees three generations of Sovereigns in a 
direct line, and who indulges in the hope that the Royal 
virtues as well as dignities wiil be hereditary,

the first break, since the beginning of the new year, in the 
monotonous succession of sinister forebodings which the last 
few days have thrust under our notice, The grandsire, on the 
mother’s side, of the infant destined, in the natural course of 
things, to ascend the throne of an empire second to no other 
in the world, has but recently succeeded to a position of 
Royalty ; and one of his uncles, who has hardly yet attained 
to manhood, has received the insignia of sovereignty over a little 
kingdom created but thirty years ago by European diplomacy, 
convulsed two or three times by revolution, and still disturbed 
throughout its narrow area by political factions, In neither 
instance has elevation to supreme rule brought increase of happi- 
ness, and time alone will show whether it may be recognised asa 
starting-point of distinguished and successful service, King 
Christian [X,. of Denmark, exalted to his post by a treaty not 
yet twelve years old—the binding obligations of which upon 
one of the parties interested is denied—is already doomed to 
choose between having the better half of his kingdom wrenched 
from him or plunging into a war which will probably involve 
all the Powers of Europe. The German people, possessed by 
an idea over which they have brooded for years, and stimulated 
by petty Princes who appear to have looked upon a foreign and

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popular war as offering a more convenient chance for organising 
a united Germany than could be found in discussions which 
might possibly compromise their own anomalous position, exhibit 
the headstrong impetuosity of an ordinarily slow and docile 
but stubborn-tempered horse which has got the bit between 
his teeth and runs away with his rider, The Confederate Diet, 
unable even if it would, and possibly unwilling even if it could, 
to control the national will, having pushed its legal rights to an 
extreme in the military occupation of Holstein, which is indis- 
putably a German duchy, and connived at a revolution effected 
under the protection of its own troops to set aside a succession 
settled in 1852 by the great Powers, Prussiaand Austria included, 
is evidently intent upon invading Schleswig also, which is a 
Danish duchy, on the pretext that Schleswig and Holsteia are 
inseparably united and must be ruled by one and the same 
authority, This invasion the King of Denmark will resist by 
force of arms if necessary, and Earl Russell has warned the 
Diet that, should it take place, Great Britain will be unable to 
refuse the claim of Denmark to assistance, 

It is at such a moment of suspense that the infant Prince, in 
whose veins German and Danish blood is commingled, has been 
brought into the world. A quarrel of races over a dynastic 
arrangement which can hardly affect, either way, the substan- 
tial well-being of a hundred households, bids fair to array one 
half of Europe against the other, and to involve the effusion of 
rivers of blood and the expenditure of treasure to an amount 
beyond all calculation. Unhappily, moreover, antagonistic 
sympathies threaten to divide the unity of the Royal Family; 
and the sister to whose affectionate tact the Prince of Wales 
is understood to have owed his bride is naturally German in 
her sympathies; whilst her brother and her brother’s wife 
are not less naturally nor decidedly Danish, It seems 
to us Englishmen a senseless feud, as it is unquestion- 
ably a sad one. We should hope that it will not disturb 
the personal relations of the members of our beloved 
Queen’s family one to another; and we take for granted 
that no persona! considerations will bias the international policy 
of this country, But we cannot but regard as an additional 
cause of grief to the English people the fact that besides 
having before them the prospect of an unreasonable and san- 
guinary war, they may be destined to witness a conflict of 
interests, views, sympathies, and hopes in respect of that war, 
forced into the hitherto charmed circle of which Queen Victoria 
is the centre, The danger seems so imminent that we can 
entertain but faint hope of its being averted. From the be- 
ginning of tLe year every day has brought it nearer and nearer, 
every telegram has been more discouraging than the last, The 
birth of the Prince will not alter the position of affairs ; but 
the event is hailed as the appearance of a bright star in the 
midst of a dark and stormy night. 

We do but express the universal wish of our fellow- 
countrymen when we pray that the princely babe may be a 
harbinger of peace, Blessings, as well as trials, often come in 
clusters, If, in like manner as the severity of winter, by a 
happy coincidence, gave way at the birth of this child to more 
genial weather, the clouds which now overhang Earupe, 
threatening it with the disasters and desolations of war, should 
show an opening to the clear sky, and ultimately disperse 
withont laying waste the nations, January 8, 1564, will be a 
memorable day with this generation of Englishmen. Should 
the event, also, which seems more likely, chase from the 
heart of her most gracious Majesty the gloom and shadows 
of her widowhood, and, by attracting her thoughts and 
affections from the irrevocable past to the present, shed 
a mellow sunshine upon her bosom, and reconcile her once 
again to public life, her people will see in it more than a for- 
tunate concurrence of pleasing circumstances, and, tracing in 
it a connection of cause and effect, will throw increased warmth 
into their congratulations and good wishes, Come what may, 
however, the yet unnamed little one is greeted with welcomes, 


May he grow up to be the pride of the coming generation, as | 


his father and his father’s father have been of this! May he 
inherit all the virtues which have ennobled the names, or em- 
balmed the memory, of those who preceded him! And may it 
be reserved to our children’s children to do homage to him as a 
wise and beneficent Sovereign, swaying the sceptre over a 
peaceful, prosperous, and happy people !

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 


FRANCE. 

The decree stating the conditions of the new loan was published on 
Thursday. The public subscription will remain open from the 18th 
to the 25th of January. The issue price will be 66.30. Interest will 
be reckoned from the Ist of January. Subscriptions of 6f. rente will 
not be subject to deduction. One tenth of the amount taken is to be 
paid at the time of subscription, and the remainder in ten equal 
instalments on the 2lst of each month. A bonus of 4 per cent will be 
allowed on all instalments paid in advance. 

The Imperial Prince has me a “ Quartermaster” of Spahis, a 
deputation of that corps having waited on his youthful Highness 
and presented hir’ with three suits of the uniform of that grade, 
which had been made expressly in Constantine. 

The debate on the Supplementary Grants bill took place in the 
Corps Législatif on Friday and Saturday last. M. Berryer, now 
seventy-five years old, made his first speech in the house after an 
absence of twelve years from public life. He spoke strongly against 
the measure. The grant was carried by a large majority, only 
fourteen votes being given inst it. 

On Monday's sitting the te upon the address was begun. M. 
Thiers made a long — He said that France was ripe for liberty, 
and said :—“ If the chief of the State does not know how to cede, the 
country would exact that which it now respectfully requests.” 
Upon this condition M. Thiers promised his eavenrves support to 
the Government. The ral discussion closed on Tuesday, and the 
amendment relative to the elections was then discussed. 

An Imperial decree has been issued declaring the construction of a 
railway from Orleans to the Bourbonnais line to be a work of utility. 

Marshal Forey has been appointed to the command of the 2nd 
Corps d’Armée, comprising the third and fourth military divisions, 
the seat of which is at Lisle. 

The Moniteur de la Flotte states that a rifled steel cannon has been 
cast in one of the Imperial foundries, which is superior to anything 
yet produced by Sir William Armstrong. It was tried at the Polygon 
of Gavre, near Lorient, and the ball passed through a target as 
strongly plated as any frigate afloat at a distance of 1000 yards, Its 
superiority over Sir William Armstrong’s gun is said to consist in its 
comparative lightness and in the facility with which it can be 
manceuvred. 

Paris is about to be enriched with another flower-market, to be 
established on the Boulevard Richard Lenoir, between the Bastile 
and the fountain of the Boulevard du Temple. 

The new Morgue, or dead-house, which is being raised behind the 
cathedral of Notre Dame, between the bridge of St. Louis and that 
of the Archbishop’s palace, is nearly complete. The old Morgue, 
which is shortly two be taken down, is situated on the Quai du Marché 
Neuf, and was built in 1804, 

M. Mazzini has addressed to us a letter on the subject of the plot 
recently discovered in Paris, with the origination of which his name 
has been prominently mentioned. In the most distinct and explicit 
terms M. Mazzini denies all knowledge of or connection with the 
plot ; he furnished no bombs or daggers, he wrote no letters, he gave 
no photographs, he issued no instructions. He denounces the waole 
affair, so far at least as he is concerned, as a fabrication of the French 

lice. 
aaron from Mexico report further progress in the occupation of 
the country by the French. President Juarez and his Ministers are 
stated to have abandoned San Luis de Potosi, and gone to Darango. 
It was asserted that Spain and Holland had recognised the Imperial 
Government. 

ITALY. 

In the Senate the treaty of commerce and navigation with France 
has been under discussion. Signor Minghetti, the President of the 
Council, spoke strongly in favour of the treaty as a measure destined 
to draw closer the bonds of friendship between France and Italy. 
The Minister took the opportunity to express the sentiment of indig- 
nation felt by the country at the conspiracy organised against the 
Emperor. This allusion was received with loud applause. On 
Wednesday the treaty was adopted by 70 votes to 8. 

The Chamber of Deputies, aftera debate of several days, has passed 
the bill for the suppression of brigandage by 150 to 46 votes, The 
Minister of the Interior, speaking upon the bill on Monday, bitterly re- 
gretted the recent occurrence in Paris, which, he said, has aroused 
general indignation, The Minister's words were received by the 
deputies with hearty applause. 

Garibaldi’s resignation has been accepted by the Chamber, together 
with those of nine other members of the Left. 

The Government has signed the contract for the purchase of the 
Bologna and Ancona Railway, and the treaty for the cession to the 
Roman Railway Company of the Ligurian River Railway and the 
railway from Nice to Spezzia. The Roman Railway Company has 
effected a fusion with the Tuscan and Leghorn Companies, 

SPAIN, 

The Budget for 1864 is satisfactory, and shows an inci 
revenue of 167,000,000 reals, 

In the Senate, on Saturday, Marshal Narvaez said he always con- 
sidered Gibraltar belonged to Spain, and regretted that she had not 
long since claimed it. 

In Tuesday's sitting of the Congress, Senor Carrigniri brought 
forward a bill for the construction of a railway from Pampeluna to 
the French frontier, The Congressional committees will report upon 
the bill. 

The Government are prosecuting the Novedades newspaper for 
having demanded tolerance of religious opinions, 


AUSTRIA. 

In the Upper House of the Reichsrath, on Wednesday, the entire 
amount of the Marine Budget asked by the Ministry, which had pre- 
viously been reduced by the Lower House, was granted, after an 
animated debate. The reason given for this vote was the importance 
of the fleet in a strategical and commercial point of view. 

In the Lower House of the Reichsrath, on Monday, the Finance 
Minister asked for a supplementary credit of 14,000,000 f1., 4,000,000 fl. 
of which were for war expenses dating from 1859, and 10,000,000 fi. 
for the federal execution in Schleswig-Holstein, 

In the Council of Ministers on Sunday, the Emperor presiding, it 
is said to have been resolved to oppose all resolutions involving the 
Schleswig-Holstein succession question in the pending dispute, and 
especially all such as hold out a prospect of the occupation of 
Schleswig-Holstein being turned to the advantage of special hereditary 
claims. 

Orders have been given at the Imperial arsenal at Vienna to 
accelerate the works that were ordered to be completed in May. 

PRUSSIA. 

The Crown Prince and Crown Princess of Prussia have given a 
new proof of their sympathy with art and science by presenting the 
sum of 1000 thalers in aid of the fands for completing Cologne 
Cathedral, and have at the same time requested that the amount may 
be expended in ornamenting the building. Their Royal Highnesses 
have promised a like amount for next year. 

In Wednesday's sittings of the Chamber of Deputies the vote upon 
the military Budget was taken. The Conservative members, the 
Ministers, and a few Catholic members only voted for the expenses of 
the reorganisation of the army (5,500,000 thalers), as proposed by the 
Ministry. The Ministerial proposition was thus rejected by a large 
majority. The further proposition of the Ministry, that the Chamber 
should grant the expenses as an extraordinary credit, was likewise 
lost by 280 to 35. 


THE SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN QUESTION. 

In the military aspect of affairs no important change has taken 
place.

By way of getting the requisite “sinews of war,” a Danish loan of 
£1,200,000 was launched on the London Stock Exchange on Tuesday. 

The German Federal Commissioners have issued a proclamation 
deposing the Danish authorities in Holstein, and transferring the 
administration of the law to the ducal authorities at Kiel, under the 
control of the Federal Commissioners. 

The committee appointed by the Germanic Diet to report upon the 
Holstein question have laid before the Diet the result of their de- 
liberations so far as regards the Treaty of London, They declare it 
as their opinion that that treaty was alike illegal and unjust, that it 
bore unfairly mr the rights of nations, and that it fundamentally 
violated the rig! ts of Germany and the duchies. 

‘The despatch of Dec. 31, addressed by Earl Russell to the Fed:ral 
Diet, proposing a conference as to the best mode of adjusting the 
differences at present pending between the German Powers and 
Denmark, states, with equal impartiality and ability, the history of 
the singular phases through which those differences have passed since 
the death of the late Danish Sovereign. 

France has addressed a circular note to the secondary German 
States explaining her position in reference to the proposal of England 
for the assembling of a conference. 


RUSSIA. 

Advices from St. Petersburg state a prevalent belief that a Con- 
stitution for the entire empire would be promulgated on the 13th 
inst. (New-Year’s Day, old style). Provincial Parliaments, and not a 
central one, will, it is thought, be established, the members of which 
must possess a small property qualification, and the suffrage for votera 
is to be very wide and liberal. 


THE INSURRECTION IN POLAND, 

An Imperial decree has been published forbidding Poles who have 
been transported for political offences ever to return to their couatry, 
even after the term of their exile has expired. 

Six hundred more prisoners have been transported into Russia from 
the citadel of Warsaw. 

A decree signed by General Berg has appeared establishing 
“ military police” in the kingdom, The powers of these authorities 
are of a very extensive character. 

A Government ordinance has been issued imposing upon all the 
towns an extraordinary contribution of 3 per cent upon the rent of 
the houses. Warsaw, Praga, and other towns of Poland are to pay 
double the amount of the chimney tax. 


AMERICA, 
No movement has been made by any of the armies in Virginia or 
the south-west, but the Confederate guerrillas were still active. 
Longstreet had removed to a position which he can fortify while he 
retains convenient means of retreat. The effect of this movement 
will be, it is said, to necessitate the keeping of a large Federal army in 
East Tennessee. 

It is said that the Confederate General Rossee had accomplished the 
ominous feat of making a complete circuit of General Meade’s army. 

General Grant is reported to have drawn up a new plan for the 
next campaign, and to have submitted it to the Government at 
Washington. 

The bombardment of Charleston continued, with little result. 

The Confederates had refused to negotiate with General Butler for 
an exchange of prisoners, on the ground that he had been “outlawed” 
by President Davis. 

The Free States men have held a convention in New Orleans, in 
which negroes were admitted to seats and the convention was opened 
by a prayer from a coloured preacher, 

The Federal Government have officially denied that they would n:v_r 
tolerate or recognise the Mexican monarcliy, 

The draught has been postponed till the middle of January. 

The Governor of New York has removed the New York Polic: 
Commissioners, on the ground that their reports of the New Yor« 
riots were sectarian and partisan. 

Several more merchants of New York have been arrested for carry- 
ing on a contraband trade with the South. 

he Most Rev, Dr. Hughes, the Roman Catholic Archbishop of New 
York, is dead. 

The ironclad Dictator has been successfully launched at New York. 

Two of the men implicated in the seizure of the Chesapeake had 
been arrested at St. John, New Brunswick, and had been brought 
before the police magistrate. 

INDIA. 

The gratifying news has been received of the successful termination 
of the expedition against the hill tribes on the Punjaub frontier. 
After two serions actions, in which the enemy suffered much loss, 
and the destruction of Mulka, the chief seat of the fanatics, the rebel 
tribes surrendered to our forces and sued for peace, which was granted, 
hostages being taken to ensure the due observance of their engage- 
ments. Ali our troops were returning to the plains, 

CHINA, 

We have now a full explanation of the failure of the Osborn flot’lla 
scheme in despatches published in the Gazette. From these it appears 
that Captain Sherard Osborn, before having anything to do with the 
matter, stipulated most distinctly that he was to be responsible to the 
Emperor of China alone, orders being received through Mr. H. N. 
Lay, C.B., employed by the Chinese as Inspector-General of Customs, 
who, moreover, was to have power to refuse to be the medium of any 
orders of the reasonableness of which he was not satisfied, Soon 
after arrival, however, Captain Osborn found that the Chinese, quiet! 
ignoring all agreement to the contrary, required him to place himself 
under the orders of any Chinese local official in whose district he 
might be. Captain Osborn indignantly refused such an arrangement, 
observing that he did not come to China to be the servant of petty 
provincial authorities. The course taken by Captain Osborn, under 
the circumstances, received the formal approval of our Ambassador, 
Sir F. Bruce, and the various commanders of the ships in the flotilla 
testified their satisfaction at it in an unanimous address to their 
Commander-in-Chief. 

JAPAN, 

Intelligence has been received at the Foreign Office that, after long 
discussion, extending over three days, the agents of Prince Satzuma 
have agreed to pay the required indemnity for Mr. Richardson’s 
assassination, and to caused the murderers to be seized and to be 
beheaded in the presence of an English officer. But it is also said 
that the Gorogio, or Japanese Council, had intimated to the Dutch 
and American Envoys that the intercourse with Europeans prod «ced 
discontent throughout the empire, and that it was proposed to close 
the port of Kanagawa and restrict foreign trade to Nagasaki and 
Hakodadi. The Dutch and American Envoys refused to discuss such 
a proposition; and the British Representative, Colonel Neale, sub- 
sequently informed the Gorogio that he would not enter into any 
conferences respecting the abrogation of existing treaties, thongh he 
would transmit to England any representation from the Japinese 
Government, and that he would repel by force any act of aggression 
on British subjects, 

AUSTRALIA,

jected, Its opponents then assented to a compromise which 
‘was proposed, and the entire body agreed to appoint a sub- 
committee, to confer with the present executive upon the pre- 
gparation of such an address as should be worthy of the subject, 
So the matter now stands ; that is to say, the United Kingdom 
is waiting to be addressed by the national committee, 

This is really not making much progress; but there is an 
indication of earnestness, and several of the speakers at the 
meetings showed themselves impressed with a due sense of the 
importance of the subject and of the absolute necessity of our 
not making ourselves ridiculous in the eyes of the world. We 
can quite sympathise with those who, regarding the address 
from a high literary point of view, feel the exceeding difficulty 
-of phrasing the appeal, It is not an easy thing to write 
worthi'y aLout Shakspeare, But, if we might respectfully urge 
the suggestion upon the new body, it is of much more 
importance that the nation should be put at once, and in a 
practical manner, in possession of the scheme, than that it 
should be recommended by the most graceful writing of which 
the united pens of an accomplished sub-committee are capable. 
‘The simpler the appeal the better, provided that it is to the 
purpose, Milton's noble sonnet, or its spirit, might almost be 
adopted, with a few words to show that, if we depart from the 
implied counsel of Milton, it is not to increase the fame of 
Shakspeare, but to gratify our own feelings of love and 
veneration. The site, the form of the memorial, the 
raising the fund, the ceremonial of the day, are all 
matters of much more importance; and we trust that 
these, and a few other matters, will be the themes for dis- 
cussion on Monday next. We notice with pleasure that it 
seems to be felt that enough has been done in the way of the 
expression of certain personal feelings, the existence of which 
it would be untruthful to deny ; and we have reason to believe, 
or at least to hope, that the new blood, which has, by general 
consent, been infused into the “ direction,” will flow in health- 
ful and harmonious current with the old. Should it be other- 
wise, the entire scheme will, at this advanced period, have to 
be abandoned, and those who are resolved upon a celebration of 
some kind will have to transfer their allegiance to the Stratford 
committee, 

This latter committee, which has much to say for itself, and 
which, in the person of the Mayor of Stratford, has been treated 
with less than proper courtesy by a part of the London 
secretariat, appears to have been able to avoid dissension and 
to have made its arrangements with apparent completeness, 
Still, it is far easier to organise a sort of Shakspearean musical 
festival, with “a ball for the ladies” (as the placards of the 
last century used to say), in a quiet little country town, 
than to arrange anything whatever in the midst of an 
eceanic population like that of London, The directors of the 
Stratford affair have catered very well, and have relieved 
the theatrical features of their scheme—their procession, 
marquerade, and the like—by the promise of a performance of 
Handel's greatest work, whereby a certain elevation and 
seriousness are imparted to a festival which would otherwise 
have been somewhat too like the business got up by Manager 
Garrick, “with a view to the interests of his own theatre,” 
We ought also to add that many dramatic and musical artists 
of high reputation have undertaken to give their labours ; and, 
upon the whole, we are inclined to believe that, let what may 
be the fate of the national undertaking, the holidays at 
Stratford-upon-Avon will be exceedingly pleasant. We presume 
that arrangements have been made to prevent that “ swindling 
of visitants" about which Mr, Boswell was so pathetic on the 
last occasion, and that the festival will not be regarded by the 
inhabitants as one of their perquisites, but that they will be 
hospitable and liberal, 

Sincerely wishing all success to honest and disinterested 
efforts, let them be made by whom they may, to do honour to 
the greatest of Englishmen, we can but resume our attitude of 
waiting until further notice. But we must repeat “ the motto 
on the dial,” tempus fugit. 


THE COURT, 

The Queen received a telegram at 10 p.m., yesterday se'nnight, at 
Osborne, announcing the accouchement of the Princess of Wales. 
Her Majesty gave immediate orders for preparation to be made for 
proceeding to Frogmore House early the next morning. 

On Saturday the Queen, accompanied by Princess Helena and 
Princess Beatrice and attended by Lady Churchill, the Hon. Mrs. 
Bruce, Sir Charles Phipps, Colonel Sir T. M. Biddulph, and Dr. 
Holyman, left Osborne at half-past nine, a.m., and crossed over to 
Gosport in the Royal yacht Fairy. A special train was in waiting 
under the charge of Mr. Godson, traffic superintendent of the London 
and South-Western Railway. The train left Gosport at forty-seven 
minutes past ten, arriving at Windsor at fifty-five minutes past twelve 
o'clock. At the station a large number of the principal inhabitants 
of the town were assembled. The Prince of Wales drove from 
Frogmore to receive the Queen. Upon the arrival of the train her 
Majesty was greeted with the most enthusiastic cheering. The Prince 
embraced the Queen most affectionately. The Royal party were re- 
ceived by the officials of the Great Western Railway and conducted 
to their carriages. The Queen and the Prince immediately drove 
to Frogmore House, the Princesses and suite proceeding to the 
castle. The Queen was much affected with the loyal reception 
she had met with from those around her. Her Majesty was in mourning. 
The Princesses wore bonnets trimmed with blue. The Queen 
remained with the Princess of Wales until late in the evening, and 
afterwards left for the castle. 

On Sunday the Queen and Princess Helena attended Divine service 
in the private chapel of the castle. The Rev. H. Ellison officiated, 
Her Majesty passed the afternoon at Frogmore House. 

On Monday the Queen, accompanied by Princess Helena, went to 

more House, and remained during the day. 
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On Tuesday the Queen, accompanied by Princess Helena, drove out. 
In the afternoon her Majesty went to House and remained 
until late in the evening. Prince Arthur, attended by Major 
Elphinstone, arrived at the castle from Greenwich Park, returning 
in the afternoon. 

On Wednesday the Queen went to Frogmore House totake leave of 
the Prince and Princess of Wales. At a quarter past one o'clock her 
Majesty, accompanied by the Prince of Wales, Princess Helena, and 
Princess Beatrice, went from Frogmore to the Windsor station of the 
Great Western Railway, in a close carriage, en route for Osborne. The 
Queen was received by Sir C. B. Ph! ps and Mr. Saunders. Her Majesty 
took an affectionate leave of the Prince, and, with the Prin 
entered the saloon-carriage of the South-Western Company. As the 
train left the station the Queen repeatedly bowed to the numerous 
spectators assembled upon the platform. Her Majesty appeared in 
excellent health and spirits. The Prince of Wales Setecend to Frog- 
more House. Mr. Kelly attended the Royal train to Basingstoke, 
where a fresh engine was attached. At this station it was taken in 
charge by the South-Western officials to Gosport, arriving at half- 
past three o'clock. The Queen and Princesses crossed to Osborne in 
the Royal yacht Fairy. Her Majesty's journey was conducted with 
strict privacy.

ACCOUCHEMENT OF THE PRINCESS OF WALES, 

The Princess of Wales was happily delivered of a Prince at two 
minutes to nine o'clock p.m. on Friday se’nnight, at Frogmore House. 
The Prince of Wales, Earl Granville, and the Countess of Macclesfield 
were present at the birth. Dr. Brown, of Windsor, was in attendance 
upon the Princess, in the absence of the physicians appointed to 
attend her Royal Highness, consequent on the auspicious event being 
premature. The Princess is progressing most favourably, and the 
infant Prince is in perfect health, The inquiries at Frogmore House 
are continuous. 

The joyful event of the birth of the Prince at this time was 
quite unexpected, as the accouchement of the Princess was not 
anticipated until March. It was intended that the confinement of 
her Koyal Highness should take place at Marlborough House, and 
the Princess was to leave Frogmore for London in about a fortnight. 
For several days past the Princess had been ay A indisposed, 
suffering from catarrh and cold. Her Royal Highness, however, had 
sufficiently recovered to be able to be present at a skating party at 
Virginia Water yesterday week. Upon returning to Frogmore, the 
Princess became so unwell that the Prince of Wales sent a tele- 

am to the Queen at Osborne announcing the condition of her Royal 

lighness, and a messenger was dispatched for Dr. Brown, who arrived 

at seven o'clock, and at two minutes to nine the Princess was safely 
delivered of a healthy Prince. Messages had been sent for the 
medical men who were — to attend the Princess, and for Sir 
George Grey ; but the Prince was born long before they could reach 
Frogmore. Dr. Sieveking was the first to arrive from London. He 
was followed by Dr. Farre and Dr. Gream, and later by Sir Charles 
Lococ Sir George Grey arrived at eleven o'clock. The event 
being premature, there was no nurse in attendance, and no pre- 
paration had been made at Fiogmore for the advent of the Prince. 
A telegram was dispatched to the Queen immediately after the 
birth of the Prince. Earl Granville was the only representative 
of the Cabinet present at Frogmore at the birth of the Prince. His 
presence was owing to his having been invited to shoot on the 
following day with the Prince of Wales. 

During Saturday last Frogmore was the scene of great excitement, 
each train from London bringing Cabinet Ministers, members of the 
household, and large numbers of the aristocracy, to offer their con- 
gratulations to the Prince of Wales. 

The unexpected announcement of the birth of the Prince was 
received with joy by all classes. The event was announced to the 
Mayor of Windsor by Lieutenant-General Knollys on —— 
se’nnight, when the bells of the castle chapel and St. John’s Church 
were rung. On Saturday last the bells of St. George’s Chapel and 
St. John’s Church were again rung; and Royal salutes of twenty-one 

uns were fired by the town bombardiers from the mound in the 

achelor’s Acre. The houses of the principal inhabitants were also 
adorned with flags and banners. 

In London, the Lord Mayor received the announcement of the 
happy event from Sir George Grey on Saturday morning. The 
bulletin was immediately posted in the front of the Mansion House. 
A double Royal salute was fired from the guns in the parks; a 
salute was also fired from the Tower; and the bells of many of the 
City churches were rung. A committee of the Lords of the Queen's 
Privy Council assembled on this day, in the Council-chamber, White- 
hall, when it was ordered that a form of thanksgiving for the Princess’ 
safe delivery of a Prince should be prepared by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, to be read in all churches and chapels throughout 
England, Wales, and Scotland, and in the town of Berwick-on-Tweed, 
upon Sunday the 17th day of January inst., or the Sunday after the 
respective ministers shall receive the same. 

n Sunday thanksgiving prayers were offered up for the Princess 
in the Chapel Royal St. George, and in the various churches and 
places of worship in Windsor and Eton. 

A epecial Court of Common Council was convened by the Lord 
Mayor on Tuesday, at the Guildhall, for the adoption of addresses of 
congratulation to the Queen and the Prince and Princess of Wales 
upon the auspicious occasion. 

The congratulations of several of the Continental potentates have 
been presented to the Prince of Wales by their representatives in this 
country. 

The. inquiries at Marlborough House from the Foreign Ministers 
and the members of the aristocracy have been most numerous.

ECHOES OF THE WEEK. 


For a long time to come the British nation will be, collectively, just 
what all British people occasionally are, severally. The advent of 
the first child upsets everything. The mother, certainly, has no small 
attention paid her, and Sceestaley takes front rank in each successive 
bulletin ; Put the father is always looked upon as a piece of furniture 
very much in the way, or may even be subjected to the same jealous 
glare with which he was half annihilated when he first robbed the 
old people of their darling. All English people are looking on the 
newly-born Prince of England as if a first child were in their owa 
households. It is the subject, for a time, of all thought, conversation, 
andcare, Kindred subjects naturally will suggest themselves; but 
ordinary politics, heartburnings, vows made and broken, weather, 
moving accidents by flood and field, painted lilies, despotic aggrea- 
sions abroad, and accidents to flies occasioned by spiders at home—all, 
all, from the largest to the least of everyday subjects, will scarcely 
find echo in the general mouth, owing to the recent blessing vouch- 
safed to the British Throne. Dr. Brown, of Windsor, is a made man, 
Oh, that it were possible to bribe the seers to let us know the course 
of events, for who would be so careless as not to be fortunate enough 
to be “on the spot”! Lord Granville was there; and the Countess of 
Macclesfield exhibited a wealth of invention in “extemporising ;" but 
Sir James Locock was “a long time coming.” Happy, indeed, must be 
the Messrs. Caley, of Windsor, for the little Prince’s entire wardrobe 
was at Marlborough House, and the kindly brothers had the honour 
of fitting him out with his first few suits. Already has beea 
raised the question of a name, and the answer has been “ Edward ;” 
but blended, like that of the father, with another name not altogether 
unmusical to English as well as to German ears. But yet one name 
is precisely as good as a dozen; and it is only as we see our native 
shore fade o’er the waters blue that we become accustomed to long 
necklaces of Royal nomenclature, in which every bead is not always 
a brilliant gem. In the meantime, corporations are busy looking up 
precedents, and the present generation has generally made up ita 
mind to do much as its grandfather did in the year 96. If a sugges- 
tion might be made for the notice of all mayors and councilmen and 
the benefit of all English people who form no part of such exalted 
bodies, it would be that the precedent of presenting an address be not 
followed. Such literature is truly touching as expressive of civic or 
local affection ; but to read it is destructive of all vocation, and the 
avocation is scarcely oes change. Moreover, there is reasom 
to imagine that Royal Highnesses find considerable embarrassment 
in furnishing suitably varied replies. 

Names are most suggestive things, despite Juliet, and often ihfluence 
the career of man. True, there have been Wellington Joneses, who 
have only fought at school; and Shelley Smiths, who have only 
happened to be drowned, and that in Puddle Dock instead of beautiful 
Lerici. But frequently the right name is in the right place. Some 
Edmunds have at least tried to be as poetic as Spenser, as eloquent 
as Burke. Many Stanhopes may, aeeenny, have ordered, with 
dying breath, the chair for their Mr. Dayrolles. Many rough Samuels 
may have adorned market-places, bareheaded and penitent ; althougi 
many a Julius or a Perceval stands little chance of falling in the 
Senate. And so, as names are something after all, because occa- 
sionally serving the place of blood, it behoveth Royalty especially 
to be careful in its selection at baptism, because a loyal people 
necessarily testifies to its loyalty by displaying that easy flattery— 
imitation. The new name, the name of the Prince junior, will rus 
through the land. It may leave its mark on every “interesting 
event ” in the male line for years to come. There are thousands of 
Charles Jameses some ~~ years of age, dating from the Fox time; 
and as many Williams, William Horatios, and Horatio Williams 
mingling the dying glories of Pitt and the Admiral. Most of our 
Aiberts have numbered twenty-four years; and, indeed, mang 
peoples’ ages can be safely estimated from their names. In a certain 
measure, the little Prince may be at once considered as the godfather 
of many of his future people. 

Mr. Gladstone’s admirable speech to the working classes of a 
Flintshire village contained one passage of singular curiousness. 
He boldly defended, to a certain extent, the public-house. He is the 
last man from whom such sentiments would generally be expected ; 
although, indeed, his speeches have sometimes been adorned with 
elegancies usually kept in something like background, but which 
were probably the result of a classical education which has become a 
part of his natural being. He seemed to hint that it would be cruel 
to recommend labouring men to adopt too rigorously the Working 
Men’s Club and the Evening School. The sociability, conviviality 
even, of a decorous alehouse must do much to cement men and their 
friendships, and consequently the goodness and heartiness of spirit im 
which they combine to earn their daily bread. Mr. Gladstone meant 
that, and was quite right. It would little become me, he expressed 
himself, and my colleagues, who are all hardworking men, to deny to 
the poorer classes the use of stimulants—of course, in moderation. 
In the face of Schiller’s champagne and Byron's gin-and-water —both 
declared to be necessary to the composition of their poems—Mr, 
Gladstone’s temperate concession to common-sense sounds well, 
although he may be charged with addressing his audience from an 
Exchequer point of view. He once played morally with the excise, 
and the obsequious excise played with him only too morally for 
exchequer purposes. But such license from governing classes is better, 
because tending towards honourable and manly self-reliance, thas 
edicts of paternal teachers who regulate ounce and dram. 

There is every appearance of an attempt being made to follow up 
the thin end of the wedge already inserted by Government at South 
Advertisements have been issued by “Her Majesty’s 
Commissioners of Works and Public Buildings,” desiring architects 
to furnish designs for two new museums on the favoured site ; and 
shrewd people hint that they are intended for the Natural History 
Collection and the Patent Museum. The intention evidently is te 
make the matter have all the appearance of being considered settled 
before Parliament meets, when a quiet evening in the house might 
materially tend to settle a long-vexed question. It may not be 
desirable, as London is becoming large, to concentrate all our treasures 
of art and science, libraries, &c., on the two spots, Trafalgar-square 
and Great Russell-street. The outlying provinces of the metropolis 
will soon think themselves entitled to a share of such national wealth. 
But the people will look unfavourably upon Governments which do 
“ good by stealth.” A man likes to be wronged according to law.

Savage Africa. By W. Winwood Reade. (1 vol. Smith, Elder, | 
and Co.) me time has elapsed since M. Du Chaillu and the gorilla |

Gorilla, were sold by thousands¢in the print shops, and when opened | 
displayed nothing but a diminutive mirror which reflected the face of 
the purchaser; since grave professors lost their tempers upon an 
apish question, and all but defied one another to mortal combat ; and | 
Since the controversy upon the subject attained such heat that a 

tleman’s face was mistaken for a spittoon. President Buchanan | 
and the gorilla went out; President Lincoln and the negro came in. 
But the gorilla and the negro are closely connected, if not in family 
at any rate in country, and Mr. Reade’s book contains remarks upon 
both. Now, if we recollect rightly, the author made his pilgrimage 
to “Savage Africa” professedly in the cause of the much-discussed 
ape. It is, therefore, rather disappointing to find how little he 
has to say upon that subject. It is true that he reaches the 
gu country, that he gets upon the tracks of the gorilla, that 
quotes many authorities, that he sees persons who have not 
only hunted but have been bitten by the brute, that he is witness of 
a gorilla dance, and that he takes all possible pains to learn what he 
can of the Great Invisible; but we are not able to discover that he 
ever in his own person saw a gorilla. In speaking of M. Da Chaillu, Mr. 
Reade says :—“ I am compelled to put aside a» .vorthless the evidence 
of M. Du Chaillu, who has had better opportunities than any of us 
of learning the true nature of the animal, but who has, unhappily, 
been induced to sacrifice truth to effect, and the esteem of scientific | 
men for a short-lived popularity” (p. 212). Nevertheless, the author 
has written a very entertaining book. “ If [have any merit,” he says, 
“ it is that of having been the first young man about town to make a 
bona fide tour in Western Africa; to travel in that agreeable and 
salubrious country with no special object, and at his own expense ; 
to fldner in the virgin forest ; to flirt with pretty savages ; and to 
smoke his cigar amongst cannibals.” And the tone of his book 
is exactly that which would be expected from the “young 
man about town’ (if he happened to be very clever). The 
flirtations in particular, though very amusing and extremely well- 
written, are described with a warmth of colouring which is enough to 
horrify the prudish and startle those who are by no means prudish. 
Nor does the author abstain from anatomical questions of a delicate 
nature, which are more in place in a medical treatise than in a volume 
of travels. In fact, he writes upon everything, African, or Portuguese, 
or other, from toothpicks to religion, with a self-complacency, a free- 
and-easiness, an independence, a dogmaticality, a good humour, and 
a readability which will please some immensely and displease others 
to the same extent. For our own part, we can honestly assert that 
we derived considerable amusement from his volume. 

The Wife's Evidence. By W.G. Wills. (3 vols. Hurst and 

lackett.) This is a novel of more than ordinary merit, whether we 
look to the characters or the incidents ; for the former are exceedingly 
well described, and the latter are timed and arranged so as to create and 
sustain deep interest. Moreover, the style is such as to keep the 
reader from flagging. It is not entirely devoid of fault (especially in 
the matter of affectation), but it i t part, vigorous, easy, 
and unstilted. Nor would it be fair to call the story sensational, as 
that term is generally understood; for we take it that a tale is 
Conventionally termed sensational when the author heaps up 
exciting events simply for the sake of gratifying the morbid or gal- 
vanising the jaded reader.

In addition to the materials for preserving the resemblance of the

This mask, unlike ost every other we have seen, could scarcel 

ive a shock even to the most sensiti ve or to the most deeply bereaved. 

e expression has an almost childlike sweetness that seems actually 
trembling to a smile; there is no trace of pain, no shadow of suffering, 
nothing but the ineffable placidity far more beautiful than that of sleep, 
which, though often seen in death, is almost invariably effaced by 
the compression of the plaster—this heavy material generally render- 
ing only the osseous structure quite unaltered. We may remind our 
readers, also, that, besides the portrait by Mr. E. M. War, R.A., of 
Mr. Thackeray in his study, already described, the deceased novelist’s 
amp was taken ten years back by Mr. Samuel Lawrence, and has 

n engraved by Mr. Holl, the original being in Lord Ashbarton’s 
collection. Mr. Lawrence also executed, about a year ago, an 
admirable chalk drawing of Thackeray's head, nearly in profile, the 
eyes looking at a paper which he holds. This drawing has been 
photographed. 

A committee of eminent artists has been formed to draw up a 
petition to the Government praying the Queen's advisers to consider 
the whole subject of London streets and communications, with a 
view to adopting a large and general plan of improvement. The 
step has been taken by the advice of Professor Donaldson, who ha; been 
studying the new street architecture of Paris. 

In anticipation of the changes in the schools, as well as other parts 
of the constitution of our Royal Academy which will probably be 

roposed before Parliament as a sequel to the Royal Commission of 
ast year, a few particulars respecting the recently remodelled S:hool 
of Fine Arts in Paris may be acceptable. A Council for [astruction, 
in connection with the Imperial and Special School for Fine Arts has, 
then, been constituted as follows:—The Duc de Morny, honorary 
president; M. le Comte de Nieuwerkerke, Saperintendent of Fine 
Arts, president ; M. R. Fleury, Director of the Administration of Fin 
Arts, vice-president, and nominated for five years Director of the 
Imperial School of Fine Arts ; two other painters, two sculptors, two 
architects, an engraver, two “senators,” a general officer, and 
Théophile Gautier, the author. The director is the immediate heal 
of the staff of professors of the school. His salary is £320 per annum 
The professors for the courses receive an annual salary of £6, ani 
have studios provided for their use. In the school are taught paint- 


| ing, sculpture, and engraving on copper, medals, and precious stones. 


From one to three studios, with professors to each, are appropriated t» 
each branch. The following courses are given :—1, History of art ani 
sthetics ; 2, Anatomy; 3, Perspective; 4, Elementary Mathem atics; 
5, Descriptive Geometry ; 6, Geology, Elementary Paysics, and 
Chemistry; 7, Administration and Book-keeping, Construction and 
Application in Workyards; 8, History and Arche>logy. It will be 
seen that several of these courses are not dreamt of in our schools. 
The obligations are—that all the pupils attend the courses of history, 
of wsthetics, and of archeology ; that all the pupils who learn paint- 
ing, sculpture, and engraving, attend the courses of anatomy and 
perspective ; and that all the pupils learning architecture attend all 
the courses except anatomy. All French artists. from the age of 
fifteen to twenty-five, whether pupils or not at the school, can com- 
pete for the great Rome prizes (one prize only to each section) afer 
having succeeded in two preliminary tests. The winners of the 
Grand Prix de Rome will only receive 7 for four years; the 
first two of these they must spend at home, and the remaining two 
they have the option to pass at Rome or in making other instructive 
journeys upon informing the administration of their intentions. 

An elaborate model of the Acropolis of Athens, minutely faithful 
to every conformation of the great rock, and the ruins of the 
memorable temples which surmount it, has been lately placed in the 
Crystal Palace. The model is built to a scale of 1 to 1000, and is the 
work of a Greek lady, Mrs. Avramioti, who has been engaged upon 
its execution upwards of three years. 


MUSIC. 


The English Opera Association (Limited) has at length 
sued its prospectus, and the scheme as detailed therein seems to 
possess every element of success. The plan of the society is framed 
on a large and liberal scale, the directors, who, headed by the Earl 
yreland, consist of many influential and distinguished 
being apparently determined to realise the long-desired 
shment of a really national opera. When 
t formed, some time back, the greatest difficulty 
tend with was the obtaining of a suitable teatre 
probably owing to that obstacle that active operations have been so 
long deferred. Now, however, advantageous arrangements have been 
made with Mr. Gye, by which the directors of the company will 
become the lessees of Covent-garden Theatre during the autumn and 
winter months for a term of years commencing in October next. 
Great stress is laid on the fact of there being no professional element 
in the management of the undertaking. The directors, it is stated 
while determined to take advantage of the highest professional tale 
‘ will hold themselves entirely unfettered in its employment, and will 
not delegate to any professor or artiste such irresponsible power as 
could by possibility be misused in the furtherance of private interests. 
It is not the sntion of the association to confine its performance 
ative composers only.

“many operas of the German school not of sufficient calibre for our 
great Italian stage, and, therefore, almost entirely unknown to the 
English public.” No mention is as ye: made of the artists already 
engaged, but we are given to understand that the best available talent 
will be forthcoming. Mr. Alfred Mellon has been retained as 
musical conductor, and the band will be almost identical with that of 
the Royal Italian Opera. The management of the stage will be lef 
to Mr. Augustus Harris, and Mr. William Beverley will provide the 
scenery. Both in an artistic and in a commercial point of view the 
English Opera Association promises exceedingly well; and, should the 
directors succeed in carrying out their intentions, they will wel 
deserve, and, we trust, obtain, the co-operation and support of 
public.

Drury Lanxe.—On Saturday was produced a new play, by 
Mr. Edmund Falconer, entitled “ Night and Morn.” Though similar 
in title to Sir Lytton Bulwer’s novel of “ Night and Morning,” there 
is no similarity between the subjects. The new piece is in three acts, 
It opens with a long 
soliloquy in person by Julian di Vivaldi (Mr. Phelps), who has been 
incarcerated for twenty years as a punishment for having clandes- 
tinely married a Princess. The union was annulled by a Papal 
bull, and the lady is now Duchess of Ferrara. In the soliloquy 
to which we have alluded, and which serves the purpose of

alprologue to a Greek play, Julian details the prepar.t ons 
which he has been making for escape, and soon after pus 
them in operation. We see him making his ex't fron tie 
window, next hanging by the prison walls, and then safe on 
terra firma, prepared to run away. Here he is met by a mys- 
terious personage, who insists on his keeping an assignation with 
a lady who expects him, and leads him to a palace, where he has an 
interview with the confidante (Miss Murray) of the Princess Olimpia 
(Miss Heath). By the former he is soon put in the way of exchanging 
his prison dress for that of a gay cavalier; but before he can see the 
Princess we find the lady having an interview with the Duchess 
(Miss Atkinson), and we learn from their dis- 
course that the daughter had been following in the foot- 
steps of her mother and endeavouring to effect a secret mar- 
riage with a certain Leonardo, and who had been imprisoned far 
the act. It is for the escape of Leonardo that the Princess has been 
waiting, and great is her disappointment when she meets with Julian 
instead In her anger her first impulse is to remand him to his prison ; 
but, being assured by a confidential Friar (Mr. Ryder) that Julian is 
eae of any intended deceit, she listens to reason, and is reassured 

y Julian’s undertaking to secure the safety of Leonardo and to 
procure the Duke's assent to their espousals. In the third act he has 
an interview with the Duchess, who then learns for the first time that 
he has been incarcerated in the fortress that stands within sight of her 
yalace window, when she thought that he had been employed at 

— enjoying life and liberty with a wife and children. She is 
really afflicted with this intelligence, but a regard for her own 
safety induces her to put him under temporary arrest. To 
counteract this, Julian warns her that documents are safely deposited 
which will reveal all to the Duke within twelve hours unless he is 
released. In a subsequent interview, she discovers that the Duke 
has received a casket from a Friar, not to be opened until the lapse of 
the a time, and is very anxious to obtain ion of it; 
but the Duke, from a high sense of honour, resists her solicitations. 
Then follows an interview between the Duke and Julian, in which 
the latter solicits his consent for the marriage of the Princess with 
her imprisoned lover. On the Duke's hesitating, he assumes a higher 
tone, and insists on having his request granted. He appeals to the 
casket in the Duke's possession, and to the proof that he himself 
is the true Duke of Ferrara, and therefore entitled to com- 
mand; whereupon the Duke expresses his determination to resign 
in favour of the rightful heir. This is, however, needless, as 
Julian has placed in the casket his own abdication, and deter- 
mines on using his recovered liberty in the enjoyments of 
forei travel. The merit of this piece consists in its dialogue, 
which is always robust, sometimes witty, and occasionally 
poetic. The hero is a sardonic humorist, and Mr. Phelps delivered 
the sarcastic passages and the numerous humorous “asides” with 
marked emphasis. There is no aim at situation or stage effect in the 
drama, which entirely depends on good, sturdy writing, frequently 
dramatic, but perhaps a little too often didactic. The audience 
listened with great attention to the dialogue ; and there is some hope 
that the publie is beginning to appreciate the employment of eloquent 
language as an aid to the interest of dramatic composition. 

PRINCESS'S.—The announcement of a new drama by Mr. 
Westland Marston, on Monday, attracted a considerable house ; and 
we are happy to add that the performance was not only eminently, 
but ee successful. The dialogue of the play was com- 
posed in brilliant blank verse, and made a powerful impression on the 
audience. From the title of the play, “ Donna Diana,”’ the attentive 
reader will recognise the subject of a well-known German play, which 
owes its existence to a Spanish drama by Moreto, entitled ‘‘ El Desden 
con el Desden.” This title, indeed, tells the whole story :—A 
Princess of Barcelona (Mrs, Herman Vezin) holds celibate opinions, and 
despises love and marriage. Don Cesar (Mr. Herman Vezin) aspires te 
the honour of being her husband, but despairs of succeeding, when 
Perin, the Princess's secretary (Mr. George Vining), comes to his aid, 
and suggests that the fairest way to success is by affecting indifference. 
He acts upon this advice, and, by observing a cold demeanour and 
pretending to adopt her opinions, excites in Donna Diana so much 
interest that she determines to test his constancy. At a masquerade, 
appointed by herself, she contrives that, by a choice of colours, Dos 
Cesar shall be the Knight whose amusemeat it shal) be to pretend 
love to herself. Cesar is well-nigh tempted by the occasion to betray 
himself, and by the warmth of his address leads her to believe that 
he really loves her; whereupon she resents the liberty he takes in 
the most violent manner. Fortunately, he recovers himself in time, 
and, referring to the occasion as the explanation of his apparent 
passion, pretends to laugh at the facility with which she has 
suffered herself to be deceived. This scene was admirably acted, 
and no doubt made the fortune of the play. To retrieve her position, 
the lady next seeks to charm him by her musical talents; but he 
remains better on his guard than before; and at length the lady is 
so completely foiled that she resorts to a ruse in order to make him 
jealous, and thereby 30 compromises herself that she is glad to escape 
from the perils that she has raised by avowing her love for him. Mr. 

‘ining has a capital part, being continually on the scene and prompt- 
ing the hero. The other characters are Don Luis (Mr. H. Fo rrester), 
in love with Laura (Miss C. Carson); and Don Gaston (Mr. D. 
Fisher), in love with Fenissa (Miss E. Barnett); while Perin 
himself pairs off with Floretta (Miss Rebecca Powell). The latter 
character was acted with great animation. The success at the pre- 
sent time of a poetic drama is of the last importance, and that of 
‘Donna Diana” is the most decided theatrical triumph that has 
recently transpired. The piece has been charmingly placed on the 
boards, and will maintain, of necessity, a permanent position there 

MR. AND Mrs, CHARLES KEAN IN AUSTRALIA.—The accounts 
that we have received of these artists are most promising. Their 
last night at Melbourne was on Saturday, Nov. 21, and they left om 
the 22nd for Sydney, to open there on the 30th, and then they 
return to Melbourne on Feb. 20. The excitement in Melbourne, we 
understand, is immense. The receipts for the last six nights were 
larger than ever previously taken in any theatre. Our correspondent 
adds, that “they exceed those realised even during the gold-fever 
mania.” Mr. and Mrs. Kean are to be congratulated on their success 
in introducing to the New World a style of acting which may serve 
hereafter as a standard for taste, and will certainly improve it during 
its prevalence. 

The building of a new theatre on an extensive acale has been 
commenced at London-street, Greenwich. 

The Moniteur des Arts states that there were discovered a 
few days since on the banks of the Rhone, near Lyons, forty-five Gallo-Romaa 
tombs, the skeletons in which were complete, the face turned towards the 
east, and the head supported by a small earthern urn. One of the tombs only 
is formed of Roman tiles, of a very large size. No inscriptions, arms, or 
coins of any kind have been found in any of the tombs. 

The Museum of Prague has received a valuable gift, con- 
sisting in a colossal map of Uhina, composed of eight large rolls of paper, 
neatly fitting each other. This work was executed in the seventeenth cen 
tury by eome Catholic missionaries, under the Emperor Kang-Hi. The 
Chevalier Lipowski purchased it lately, during his stay in China, of a family 
which had been ruined by the war. 

Herr Dreyer, the Barclay and Perkins of Vienna, died sud- 
denly a few days ago. He was the best producerof Vienna beer, and died 
worth nearly 8,000,000 fi. (£800,000). His heir is his only son,a boy of four- 
tern. The boy, after finishing school, is to go for three years to Barclay and 
Perkins’s establishment, work there till the age of twenty-one, and thee 
aesume the patrimony. 

The Queen has appointed Wilfrid Scawen Blunt, Esq., Attaché

Hadj Said Guesus as Consul at Gibraltar for the Sultan of Morocco, 

PROGRESS OF EDUCATION IN SouTHERN ITALY.—In 1861 
there were in the Neapolitan provinces 1746 schools for boys and 835 for girls 
with 1755 masters and 835 mistresses. The pupils were—boys, 34,198; am 
girls, 29,160. There were also 48 evening schools, with 1002 pupils, and & 
infant asylums, with 358 inmates, There are now 2367 schools for boys, 1364 
for girls, with 2488 masters and 1479 mistresses, the pupils being 77,864 
and 52,153 girls, as well as 677 evening schools with 14,341 pupils, and 29 
asylums with 2765 scholars. In Palermo there were, during th: time of the 
Bourbons, only 8 schools ; there are now 100,

NATIONAL SPORTS. 


‘Tue new year (which finds John Day with nearly 100 horses in 
training at Danebury) has brought the January entries well up to 
the mark. If the Newmarket Handicap has not been so successful 
as usual, the Prince of Wales Plate (handicap) comes to the rescue 
on the First Spring with 110 entries, and the Two-Year-Old Plate 
with 70, one of them the Duke of Beaufort’s Sally-go-Fastly. The 
entries for the Lincoln Spring are capital throughout ; the Doncaster 
Spring comes up well with its steeplechase ; and the Liverpool Grand 
National, which is under the new rules, has no less than 87 entries. 
Among them we have two previous winners, Jealousy and Emblem 
(who is such a light-bodied mare that Oliver said of her “ It is lucky 
she has a skin on, or she wouldn’t make a shadow in the sun”), 
Umpire, Mauchline, Bridegroom, Penarth, Real Jam, Tolurno, Bryn 
Gwyn, and Avalanche are also among the lot, whose weights are 
“to be published in due time.” The Park-hill Stakes at Doncaster 
has a fine entry of 40 ; and the Two- Year-Old Stakes, which has taken 
a rare start in consequence of the extra £100 added to it, has reached 
71, or three more than the Ascot New Stakes, and nine more than 
the Findon Stakes at Goodwood. The Great Spring handicaps 
are headed as usual by the Chester ~~ (151), and then come the 
City and Suburban (148), the Great Northamptonshire (97), and 
the Great Metropolitan (82). Lord Clifden is in the Chester 
Cup, and Asteroid in the Great Northamptonshire and Great Metro- 
politan. Both these celebrities are among the 31 Ascot Cup entries, 
along with Union Jack, Queen Bertha, Harvest Mell, and Jack of 
Hearts; and Macaroni, no doubt, forms one of Mr. Naylor's four 
sealed nominations. 

Mr. Pishey Snaith has lost his celebrated old chestnut horse Father 
of the Turf, who had been before the public for upwards of twenty 
seasons, and had, we believe, beaten Lanercost and Melbourne in one 
of his many victorious strug gles in the nt The Knowsley 
experiment as to how long Miss Bowe would live, has terminated 

rather prematurely, as the old mare, which had never been in foal 
since 1857, when she finished an illustrious but sadly “roaring” line 
with Tom Bowline, died in her thirtieth year. Among her fifteen 
foals were Iris, the ‘winner of the Oaks; Longbow, one of the fastest 
and finest weight-carriers that the turf ever Boiardo, 
‘whom John Scott believed to be a certainty for the St. Leger if his 
leg had not given way in the race; and De Clare, who was heavily 
backed for the Derby, by virtue of his two-year-old running, and has 
proved a good sire.

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 


PRoresson TYNDALL gave his concluding lecture “ On Electricity” on 
Thursedsy, last week (Jan, 7). Beginning with experimental illustrations of 
the phenomena of “induced currents,” he showed that when the two ends of 
a fiat coil of covered wire were connected with a galvanometer (a magnetic 
needle surrounded by a wire), and a second flat coil was laid upon it, and the two 
ends of the upper coil were connected with a voltaic battery ; the instant the 
current commenced to flow through the upper coil a current was excited in 
the under one, which was shown by the deflection of the needle. The direction 
of the current in the under coil was opposed to that of the current in the 
upper one. The current excited in the under ooil, called an induced current, 
is only of momentary duration. The coil through which the current from the 
battery flowed is termed the “primary ” ” coil, and that connected with the 
galvanometer is termed the “ secondary.’ Both at making and breaking the 
circuit a momentary induced current was excited, that generated at making 
being opposed in direction to the primary, while that generated at breaking is 
in the same direction as the primary. Thus, also, when a magnetic pole was 
brought in contact with the secondary coil, a current was excited; and when 
the pole was withdrawn another current was excited. When a bar of iron was 
placed within a hollow coil, on touching the bar with a magnet the iron was 
magnetised and a current excited in the surrounding coil. On withdrawing 
the magnet the iron lost its magnetism, and an opposed current was excited in 
the coil. It was shown that, by multiplying the coils of the secondary, these 
induced currents could be raised to a high degree of intensity, and by making and 
breaking the primary circuit in quick succession, a correspondingly quick 
succcasien of induced currents may be obtained. This was proved in the 
apparatus termed the magnetic bammer. It is chiefly “induced curronts’ 
that are employed for electro-medical purposes. The latter part of the lecture 
was devoted to the exhibition of the light and heat developed by the Voltaic 

battery. It was stated that the heat generated is proportional to the resist- 
ance overcome ; hence, when a current passed throagh silver and platinum 
wires of the same thickness, the latter, being the worse conductor, is the most 
beated. It was also shown that a heated wire offers more resistance to the 
passage of the current than the same wire when cooled ; and that, if we cool a 
wire rendered red-hot by a current by plunging it into water, we diminish the 
resistance and augment the flow of electricity through the wire, and raise the 
unccoled part to a higher state of incandescence. Lastly, the Professor 
exhibited snd explained the cotion of the electric lamp, emitting a light 
almost rivalling that of the sun, from which, by means of a prism, a most 
beautiful epectrum was produced, The course was concluded with remarks on 
the great advantages of scientific study as a branch of education. 

On Tuesday, the 19th inst., Professor Tyndall will begin a course of 
twelve lectures “ On Experimental Optics,” during which the electric lamp will 
be largely employed to elucidate the leading problems ef the science. The 
first Friday evening meeting of the season will be held on the 22nd, when the 
lecture will be given by Mr. W. R. Grove, Q.0., F.R.S., on certain pheno- 
mena connected with “ Boiling Water.” On Saturday, "the 23rd, Mr. John 
Lubbock, F.R.S., will begin a course of three lectures “ On the Antiquity of 
Man.” 








WILLS AND ‘BEQUESTS. 


The will of Bonamy Dobree, Eeq., a city merchant, and a 
director and jate Governor of the Bank of England, was proved in London, on 
the 20h ult., by his only son, Bonamy Dobree, Esq., sole executor, The 
pereonalty was sworn under £70,000, The will bears date 1841, leaving his 
personal estate between his son and two daughters. In a codicil, dated Dec, 11, 
1860, attested by Alfred Latham, Eaq., then Deputy-Governor of the Bank of 
England, and Henry Freshfield, Eeq., of Bank-buildings, the testator states 
that, “ whilst holding the office of Governor of the Bank of England, I received 
from his Majesty the Emperor of Russia a malachite vase, with an inscription, 
in acknowledgment of the services which his Imperial Majesty considered had 
been rendered to him by the Corporation of the Bank of England, and also of 
the care which his Majesty was pleased to consider I had individually bestowed 
in his interest.” The testator, highly prizing this memorial, has requested 
that it should be held as an heirloom in his family, and has bequeathed it upon 
those terms to his son and to his issue. 


The will of Thomas Brown Young, Esq., of Clapham-road, 
was proved in London under £20,000 personalty. The bulk of the property 
is to be held by the legatees for cach of their respective lives, and the reversion, 
as each life falls off, will revert to certain charities enumerated in the will, 
the amounts verying from £4000 to £2000. The residue, which is left to the 
testator’s three brothers-in-law, is held in like manner: the share of each, 
expiring at his death, will revert to the Infirmary for Children and Widows, 
Waterloo Bridge-road, The other societies are the Dreadnought, Cancer 
Hospital, British Lying-in Hospital; Royal Infirmary for Asthma and Con- 
sumption, City-road; Royal Free Hospital ; East London Hospital, Victoria 
Park ; Surrey ‘Dispensary, and Middlesex Hospital. 


The will of Thomas Petera, Esq., of the Grange, St. John's- 
wood, was proved in London under £140,000 personalty, the executors and 
trustees being his three sons—John W. Peters, William W. Peters, and Joseph 
Peters, Eeqrs., together with Thomas Gascoigne Norcutt, Esq. The will was 
executed in 1809, and two codicils in 1861 and 1863. To his executors he leaves 
£1000 ; to 8t. Paul's Chapel schools, Kilburn, and the Operative Coachmakers’ 
Benevolent Society, each £100, There are legacies to his nephews, nieces, and 
grandchildren, and to his servants. To his daughter he lcaves the sam of 
£30,000, and the residue of his property to his three zons before named,

experienced. Meanwhile, the opposite platform became densely 
packed by a crowd of excursionists waiting for the train appointed to 
convey them to the scene of attraction. At a few minutes before ten 
o'clock the “Governor's train” rolled slowly out of the station. 
Speeding rapidly onwards, the train arrived at Salt River station, 
where the Governor and Lady Wodehouse, a party of invited 
guests, a large number of excursionists, and a crowd of sight- 
seers, were awaiting its arrival. The Governor and his Lady 
and the “invited” having taken their seats, the train was again 
under way. Speeding past D'Urban-road, Eerste River, and Kuil’s 
River stations, all decked with triumphal arches, garlands, and 
festoons of flowers, and crowded with intending excursionists, the 
train wound its sinuous way into the deep recesses of the Eerste River 
Valley, where the somnolent denizens of the pretty village of Stellen- 
bosch, erst “ Sleepy Hollow,” find a luxurious resting-place. At the 
Stellenbosch station the train halted for water. e platform was 
thronged with passengers awaiting the excursion-train, and a few of 
the invited, who, of course, obtained seats in the “special.” Beyond 
Stellenbosch the line passes through one of the most beautiful, most 
highly-cultivated, and most productive districts in the colony. Pass- 
ing the famous “place” of the “Old Baas” and the well-known 
“ model farm” of Mr. Robert Hare, Klapmuts, was reached, and then 
away—but at a slackened speed, for the gradient is heavy—for the 
Paarl, where the train again paused.

CHRISTMAS ENTERTAINMENT AT THE GREENWICH 
UNION. 

Tunoven the liberality of Mrs. Angerstein, wife of the member for 
Greenwich, the inmates of the Union-house in that town were, on th 
5th inst., brought together in the great hall to commemorate the 
beginning of the new year. Application had been made on behalf 
of Mrs. Angerstein for the permission of the board of guardians to 
afford the treat—namely, a number of Christmas trees, with the usual 
ornaments and useful articles, which were to be distributed among the 
inmates of the house.

The eight trees bore on 
their illuminated branches three thousand of these New-Year’s gifts. 
There was a large attendance of visitors and members of the board of 
guardians, Mr. and Mrs. Angerstein, with their family, were 
early in attendance, the entertainment being fixed to take 
place immediately after the inmates had partaken of their 
tea, half-past five o'clock, at which time, accompanied by the 
master and matron, Mr. and Mrs. Kilby, who exerted themselves 
in every possible uer to ensure the affair being Ui 
carried out. they ed the hall. Addresses were delivered 
Admiral Hamilton and the Revs. W. A. Soames, J. North, and 
Jones. The nurses of the establishment having first received some 
useful articles of warmth, the distribution fairly commenced.

DEMONSTRATIONS BY THE PEOPLE OF HOLSTEIN 

IN FAVOUR OF THE DUKE OF AUGUSTENBURG. 
WE resume our Illustrations of the hearty welcome given by the 
Holsteiners to Prince Frederick of Augustenburg. The latest intel- 
ligence of events in connection with the Schleswig-Holstein difficulty 
will be given in another column. Here we confine ourselves to a few 
particulars relating to our Engravings. 
GREAT OPEN-AIR MEETING AT ELMSHORN, 

Elmshorn, one of the first places in Holstein where Prince Frederick 
was proclaimed, is a flourishing town with considerable manufactures 
and commerce. It is particularly noted for its shoes, which Are met 
with in abundance at all the fairs throughout the duchies. Elmshorn 
is one of the few towns in the duchies where Jews are allowed to 
settie without previous especial permission, and there is, consequently, 
a great number here. Several newspaper correspondents describe the 
great open-air meeting which was held at Elmshorn. All agree in 
stating that it was a scene of the greatest enthusiasm. One of them 
estimates that there were 20,000 Holsteiners present—one in twenty 
of the male ypulation. It seems, however, to have been a clumsily- 
managed affair. According to one correspondent, “All the

TRIUMPHAL ENTRY OF PRINCE FREDERICK INTO KIEL, 

On the 30th ult., a little before noon, the Prince of Angustenburg 
landed from the steamer Patriot at Gliickstadt, on the Elbe, having 
embarked at Harburg without touching at either Hamburg or Altona, 
and was received there with great enthusiasm, and after giving 
audiences to the authorities at the railway station, proceeded on by a 


special train, and arrived at Kiel unexpectedly about four o'clock.

On arriving before the Prince’s quarters at the Railway 
Hotel they stopped and cheered him vociferously, after which they 
proceeded to the principal square, where they sang in chorus the old 
academical song of “ Gaudeamus igitur,” and then threw their torches

THE CONVENT OF 8T, ONOFRIO. 


THE painful tale of the life and sufferings of Torquato Tasso, one of 
Italy’s most graceful bards, will ever remain a sti,ma upon the annals 
of that nation during the sixteenth century. Born in 1544, and dying 
on the 25th of April, 1595, he passed the meridian of his life (from 
1579 to 1586) shut up as a madman at Ferrara. e persecution and 
imprisonment of Tasso by the Duke Alphonso, his ultimate release 
through the intervention of the Dukeof Mantua and the supplications 
of all Italy, the preparations for his triumph during his retreat at the 
Convent of St. Onofrio, his death there on the eve of its celebration, 
and his subsequent immortality, are all matters with which the reader 
is undoubtedly well acquainted ; but they will serve to throw a halo of 
interest around the subject of our Illustration (from a Sketch by M. 
Mariani) on page 53. The hospitality of the monks to Tasso was 
repaid at the revolution, when the French spared (exceptionally) the 
Convent of St. Onofrio, on account of the conduct of its former gene- 
rous occupants towards him who ranks with Ariosto and Dante in the 
list of the glories of Italy. 

The traveller, whose devotion to the memory of Torquato Tasso 
induces him to undertake a visit to the convent of St. Onofrio, emerges 
from the Eternal City by the Via Giulia, a narrow lane, which is 
scarcely ornamented by the severe-looking palace built by the cele- 
brated architect San Gallo, for his residence, and terminates at the 
muddy and badly-smelling shore of the Tiber. There he will find a 
small bark, ornamented with the image of St. Peter, and provided 
with an ever-burning lamp. For the modest sum of a bajoc (one 
half-penny) he will be transported in this bark to the opposite pre- 
cipitous shore, which he will have to escalade with fatigue, consoling 
himself with the recollection that he is ascending the famous 
Janiculum, one of the Seven Hills. After a while he will perceive a 
long lane, not less steep than the path he has just quitted, but paved 
partly with brick and full of local colour. On the termination of this 
ascent, of which a glance at our Illustration will give an idea, the 
pilgrim can contemplate at ease the deathplace of the immortal Tasso, 
and the asylum so generously offered to one of Italy’s greatest poets 
by the hositable monks of St. Onofrio. 

The convent of St. Onofrio is a small refuge, calm, tranquil, and 
sufficiently far from the rumours of the city to render it a fitting spot 
for a poet’s closing scene. Adjoining the building is a terrace from 
which may be witnessed one of the most splendid views of Rome. 
Tasso’s tomb is in the chapel of the convent, where a marble slab, 
forming part of the pavement, records that “Torquati Tassi ossa hic 
jacent.” The cloister (or interior colonnade) of St. Onofrio presents a 
melancholy aspect, but is curious from the number of its columns of 
ancient granite, of various dimensions, obtained from different ruins 
in the neighbourhood of Rome. The friar who fulfils the functions 
of cicerone shows vith pride a beautiful Madonna by Leonardo da 
Vinci, and especially the chamber of Tasso, wherein is preserved his 
bust in wax, to which the mask of the poet, moulded after nature, 
has been adapted. Among the objects formerly belonging to the great 
Italian genius preserved in this sad little chamber are an arm-chair 
and a writing-table ; but the most interesting relic is an autograph 
letter, kept under a glass case. 

The rule of the convent prohibited the admission of ladies within 
its walls. During several years the anniversary of the death of the 
unhappy poet was celebrated here with much pomp, and crowds of 
people scaled the Janiculum in order to contemplate the relics of 
their unfortunate Tasso. At length the multitude of visitors became 
so great that it was impossible to prevent the entrance of women, 
who even arrived in such numbers that the monks, tormented by 
this rule-infringing invasion, decided upon closing the sanctuary 
altogether on the anniversary of the death of the author of the

THE best, and, indeed, the only true wa

the aged constructions appear to have been roasted, almost calcined 
by the burning sun, whose rays penetrate into the often wretched 
interiors by windows of the most fantastic descriptions, adapted to 
the whims or requirements of successive generations, . 

Having discreetly donned the ordinary costume of the country, in 
order to avoid creating any feeling of inquisitiveness on the part of 
the common people, the artist or student who pushes his observations 
into those narrow streets and half-hidden places which seem to have 
been made on purpose for philosophers and painters, will be enabled 
to contemplate at his ease many of the curiosities of the Roman 
population. _ He will not fail to appreciate at once all that is 
picturesque in the superb types of peasants draped in their cloaks 
and mixing with the ordinary inhabitants of the locality and the 
dark-skinned countrywomen, whose sculptural forms are not disguised 
by their simple and original costume, to which the large linen coiffure 
gives a charming appearance.

The public letter-writer at Rome is ordinarily an old man, dressed 
as a gentleman. A ci-devant black coat, not too well fitting, covers 
his bent body ; but his mind is mostly superior to his vestments, and 
he is confidently relied upon to give his advice and the benefit of his 
long experience in the conversations and discussions that take place 
hurriedly between him and his plebeian customers on the subjects of 
their various misfortunes, to be duly recited and turned to graphic 
account in the poorly-paid document resulting from the consu!tation. 

Another peculiar kind of business, carried on in the same quarter 
as that depicted by our Artist as the scene of the letter-writer’: 
labours, is the trade in cigar-ends, or pieces of partly-smoked cigars 
picked up by enterprising descendants of Romulus, who pur: ue this

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THE WINTER PASSAGE OVER MONT CENIS, 

THE old post road over Mont Cenis is still during winter the great 
high road between the north of Europe and Italy, for, although ample 
railway accommodation already exists both in France and Switzerland 
north of the Alps, and through the plains of Lombardy and Piedmont 
south of them, yet no railway has at present pene trated through them, 
There are now three great rontes in use during winter : first. that 
through France to Marseilles, and thence by steamer to Genoa, or 
any other of the Italian ports: secondly, that by the German lines 
and through the Austrian Tyrol; thirdly, by the Savoy railway to 
the foot of Mont Cenis, over the mountain by diligence, and on by 
the railway at Susa, on the Italian side. The first necessitates a sea 
passage from Marseilles, and the second a long, roundabout, tedious 
journey. The old road over the mountain is therefore preferred, and 
as an immense traffic is continually maintained with the greatest 
regularity night and day during the whole of the year between the 
termini on each side of the Alps, we think it may int ; 
if we give them some account of the way in w! it is managed 
during the winter months, when all the ordinary passes in the moun- 
tains are blocked up with deep snow. : 

From Venice, Genoa and Milan, and all the great cities lying 

tween them, there exists ample railway accommodation, and con- 
nection with Turin, From this city it is intended to construct a rail- 
way to join the lines on the north side of the Alps ; at present it is 
only completed as far as Susa, at the foot of Mont Cenis, and here its 
terminus is likely to remain for some years to come, for an engineering 
work of the largest magnitude ever undertaken must be completed 
before it can be connected with the northern lines. This great work is 
nothing less than the construction of a tunnel through the Alps, which 
will be required to be three times the length of any tunnel yet formed ; 
great progress has already been made in its execution, but many 
years must elapse before a railway train passes through it. 

Susa is an exceedingly picturesque and interesting town, containing 
about 4000 inhabitants, is very well built, and decidedly clean for 
an Italian town; its situation is magnificent, being surrounded by 


eet our readers 


craggy eminences, between which are deep gorges through which the 
road winds with a regular ascent, and down the bottoms of which 
the river ee (the Duria Minor of Strabo), which has its 
source on Mont évre, comes dashing and foaming among the 
rocks, passing through the centre of the town on its way to the 
plains below. There is a huge mass of ruins on a rocky ridge which 
overhangs the town, the remains of Fort la Brunette, tormerly con- 
sidered one of the strongest fortresses in Italy. But we have spoken 
only of the minor eminences. Above these tower up mountain upon 
mountain, the largest, called the Roche Melon, shuts in the valley 
from the plains of Italy. The bases and lower slopes of these 
mountains are covered with farms, rich woods, pastures, and vine- 
fusa, the ancient Segusio, was the capital of Piedmont, under its 
Marquises. It was formerly deemed a place of great importance, and 
frequently called the key of Italy; it guarded both the roads to 
Cenis and Genévre. The fortress in its days of power was so 
closely watched that a stranger, on being observed to stop and look 
at it for a moment, was ordered to passon, There ave many interest- 
ing antiquities in the town. The cathedral is an old building raised 
upon the ruins of some vast Roman edifice ; but the most interesting 
relicin Susa is, perhaps, the marble afch, called the Arch of Cottius. 
This triumphal arch was erected by Cottius, who was King of this 
mountain district, in honour of Augustus I., on the route leading to 
Mont Gendvre. There is no road under it now ; it is surrounded by old 
buildings and gardens. Below this, and near the banks of the river, 
there is another arch, throngh which passed what may be called the 
road of the middle ages, and which was the only road until the 
t magnificent one was made by Napoleon I. 
The point of view chosen by our Artist in the view of Susa on 
61 is on the upper cide of the town, at the point where the 
modern road crosses the old one. It shows the cathedral and the 
, also the three entrances into Italy; the ancient one, 
of Cottius, dedicated to a Roman Emperor (that in 
the right of the Engraving); that which passes under the arch in the 
centre, made by an Italian King ; and the present great road, made 
by a French Emperor. 

The traveller journeying northward reaches Susa from any part of 
Italy, meeting with only tne ordinary incidents of railway travelling ; 
bat, having arrived here, everything is changed. A different class of 
people take charge of him ; be rides in a different class of vehicle, and 
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travels through 2 county whose characteristics are peculiar to itself. 
The journey of Mont Cenis is performed in the night and early 
morning ; the train from Turin reaches Susa at twelve o'clock at night, 


when the old town has gone to sleep and the most perfect quiet exists | 


everywhere ; but on the arrival of the train the station and its 
1c. hbourhoo:! suddenly wake up, recollecting that they have a great 
deal of work (vo do; innumerable horses and mules appear in the streets, 
while railway officials of all kinds, porters, horsekeepers, postilions, 
and diligence-drivers throng the sheds, yards, and avenues outside 
the station. Inside there are tables laden with good fare, round which 
sit the travellers who are about to pass over the mountain, for which 
they make ample preparation by imbibing large quantities of hot 
coffee, brandy, and wine. 


At length a general muster takes place in the station-yard, the | 


luggage is stowed away on the top, and the travellers are packed 
inside the heavy diligences, which at last emerge into the high street 
of Susa amidst a blaze of torchlights, accompanied by a great cracking 
of whips, shouting and blowing of horns. Each diligence is drawn 
by a double line of horses and mules, as many as sixteen or twenty 
being harnessed to a single vehicle. Each diligence has a conductor 
or general manager, beside the principal driver and his assistants. 
The hotel, the gloomy-looking barracks, and the bridge over the 
river are soon passed, and then the horses toil up the steep road 
which winds under the rocks upon which the old castle stands, and 
over the bridge, under which the old road of the middle ages entered 
Italy. Beyond this the scene becomes highly picturesque. Each 
@iligence has in front of it two very powerful lamps, which 
shoot their long rays of bright light tween the lines of 
horses and mules and light up the road on each side. To the 
right and left of this illuminated tract there is an almost itchy 

kness, from which mysterious forms of rocks, trees, and distant 
snow-covered mountains faintly emerge, and the traveller can 
make out that there is a great deal to see if he only had sufficient 
light to see it properly, On go the line of diligences very — for 
they are climbing up the side of a mountain, the drivers walking 
beside the horses, shouting and cracking their pe while the bells 
on the horses are jingling merrily. The express vehicle soon gets far 
ahead, and » curious effect is produced by seeing its lights passing 
aloug apparently in the air and in a different direction to that which 
would be expected, for it has attained a higher elevation on the zigzag 
road ; and whi! this is passing along so much above, a diligence in 
the rear will be seen toiling along hundreds of feet below. Thesnow 
will doubtless be falling and a difficulty be experienced in making out 


objects in the route; yet it will be easy to see that the road is | 


winding round the sides of the mountains, and that tremendous 


faces of rock 1/se perpendicularly on one side of it, while on the | 


other there is a fearful precipice, from going over which we are 
only protected by a row of stone posts with single rails between 
them. Occasionally a torrent of water falls into a hollow cavity 
in the rocks on one side of the road, and, passing under 
it, thunders down into the valley below. But these details 
do not much trouble the passengers; they have faith in the 
skill of the drivers and the watchfulness of the conductor; s0, 
doubtless, are all fast asleep, every one with an iron tank of hot 


water under his feet, for everything is done by the managers of this | 


route to make the journey as comfortable as possible. After a time, 
however, they are all suddenly awakened and informed that they 
have to change carriages, for they have arrived at the plateau 
of Cenis, They step out, and at once sink up to their knees 


in snow, to their great astonishment, for there was no snow in | 


the valley when they started. The scene that presents itself 
to them on emerging from their snug, warm berths in the dili- 
gence is most remarkable: snow is everywhere—thick over head 
and deep under foot. Carriages of all descriptions, horses, mules, 
and people are covered with it; merchandise and baggage lie 
about buried in it; there is a large building with lights in the 
windows ; but no one tries to get in, for the door is blocked up with 
it; numerous strange people are coming and going, who look like 
moving icicles, for they are snowed and frosted all over. The effect 
of all this is extraordinary, for it is lit up by the glare of torches and 
the blinding bull’s-eye ‘Tights of the diligences, together “ makin 

night hideous.” The bewildered re ~ thinks something dreadfu 
has happened ; perhaps the train of diligences has come in collision 
with an avalanche ; but in a few minutes all is rearranged, and every 
traveller again snugly stowed away in a compact little omnibus, 
which has sleigh runners beneath it instead of wheels; the lnggage 
has been packed away safely, and all are off again, each carriage 
travelling rapidly over the snow without the least noise, drawn by 
four or six mules; and so over the plateau, passing hospices, taver- 
nettes, and the little square buildings in which the cantonniers 
live. These were erected by Napoleon, when the great road was 
made, as houses of refuge. Then, as the day breaks, we pass that 
gloomy and unfathomable lake whose waters sleep 6280 ft. above the 
sea. 

At last it is broad daylight, and we have reached the summit of 
Mont Cenis. The mules are detached, and a single animal placed in 
the shafts of the sleigh; away it dashes full gallop down the steep 
road, followed by a train of others. There is no sleeping now ; every 

looks about, and endeavours to make out something of his 
whereabouts through the driving snow. We pass small buildings 
where ice-covered men come out and salute the driver as he dashes 
past. The road winds round the side of the mountain, making at 
times frightf Po harp turns ; and here we can often see those ahead 
of us rushing along apparently under our feet, while those who are 
in the rear are tearing along high up overhead. Sometimes we look 
down into immense valleys and see the villages, only distinguishable 
in the plain of snow by the little church-towers and the larger 
buildings which show through it. And we may see here how easily 
a slip of the snow (which is an avalanche) from the side the huge 
mountain may destroy in a few seconds a whole village, yet, as 
regards its effect upon the repose of the whole scene, be an event of 
little more importance than that of a feather being borne upon the 
wind. 

The last turn of this division of the road is at last reached, the 
sleighs dash across the wooden bridge, and are in the high street of 
Lans-le-Bourg, where a crowd of people are waiting to welcome 
them—men, women, soldiers, ditions and priests. There is hot 
coffee ready in the hotels, made thick with cream, handed to the 
traveller in a basin, with a large tablespoon to take it with. A night 
in the snow on Mont Cenis will not fail to make him appreciate the 
attention paid to his wants by the good people of lene-to-Beure. 

Here the snug little sleighs are abandoned, and the travellers again 
enter the roomy diligences. The conductors, having completed the 
stowage of the luggage, get up into the banquettes, then there is a 
cracking of whips, more shouting, and away goes the line of vehicles, 
each drawn by six or eight horses, through the narrow streets of quaint 
little towns where the houses have huge projecting eavesboards and 

wooden galleries round the upper stories, quite Swiss in character, over 
bridges, under which noisy torrents fling the white spray about as 
they leap from rock to rock ; now skirting a dark pine-forest, whose 
boundaries seem interminable, for we see them rising above us until 
lost in the snow of the mountains whose summits areinvisible. Then 
we emerge into an open valley, with rich pastures and nicely-formed 
water-meadows on each side of us; but its repose is destroyed by 
huge hillocks of rock and soil, upon which grow little forests. These 
eminences are masses of the mountains, which form the sides of 
the valley, that have at different periods detached themselves from 
the shoulders of the snowclad giants, and slid or fallen down into 
their present position. Then the valley narrows again ; huge moun 
tains tower up above us, and a terrific gorge winds through the valley 
below. On a great jutting mass of rock is the vast fortress of 
Lesseilon, complete with every work that can make it strong and 
terrible; its outworks are seen wu the distant hille, and some 
of them control the road over which we travel. Farther on we 
iy the works at the north end of the tunnel of Mont Cenis: then. 
or a few mil side a bright, noisy river; and we enter the 
railway station in the old town of St. Michel. 

Here our journey over Mont Cenis ends. The railway we have 
reached will carry us through the beautiful valleys of Savoy, whose 
sloping sides are often hidden by the rich vines that grow upon 
them ; soon we emerge into the open plains of France ; and, passing 
Macon, Chalons, and Fontainebleau, on the next day the traveller 
dines in Paris. ‘ 

It has been proposed to make a tr amway over Mont Cenis to be

used until the great tunnel is finished; and a proposition has also 

been made to construct another over the Simplon—this latter to be 
| a permanent work. It is very likely that both these projects will 
be carried out. Experiments have recently been made on the 
| Cromford and High Peak Railway with engines specially adapted for 
working over these mountain tramways, the results of which 
highly satisfactory. 


THE OPERATION OF THE PUBLIC WORKS ACT IN THE 
COTTON-MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS, 


(From our Special Correspondent.) 


Lancashire is now capable of dealing with her own Distress,—I am 
amongst those who think tat, iad the landowners, whose rents have 
| been quadrupled in valve since the foundation of the cotton manu- 

facture, borne their fair share of the burden, and had the whole of 
the millowners followed the example of some who refrained from 
making capital of the bad times, and set about with eagerness to 
remedy their disastrous effects on those who were called upon to feel 
them first, an appeal to the public would have been needless, At the 
same time, the whole country may be thankful for this episode in the 
career of manufacturing success. Kindly sympathies have been 
drawn out, which have benefited as well those from whom they 
sprung as those whose hearts ae cheered. We feel the more knit 
together in the bonds of fellowship now. Nothing could be more 


their own interests in their desire to support the peaceful foreign 
policy of the Government ; and the rest of the country could not 
allow them to make the sacrifice alone. The course which the one 
had the high courage to take, the other had the magnanimity sub- 
stantially to approve ; and, though the whole count 
to suffer indirectly, the ready hand of sympathy could not be with- 
held from those whose means of livelih were immediately cut off, 
as it were, by this act of self-abnegation. This will be a page in 
English history over which our successors will proudly linger. 

It is my firm conviction that, when the misery of the distress is 
dispelled by the sun of prosperity, which will soon break forth with 
redoubled splendour, the cotton famine will be regarded as one of the 
greatest blessings of modern times, It has been the occasion of the

the cost has been seen to prefer principle to gain—it has educed a | 


fraternal feeling amongst the classes of working men in this country 
which was scarcely known to exist ; it has done much to bridge that 
frightful chasm which was growing wider and wider between the 
rich and the poor; it has, by suddenly checking a large portion of 
the population in the high tide of prosperity and reducing them to dire 
attr displayed in a very marked manner the benefits of provident 
abits while times are good; it has been the means of the acquire- 
ment by the girls in the sewing-schools of such habits as shall con- 
duce to domestic comfort hereafter ; it has checked many a young 
man in the absorbing pursuit of the mere necessaries of life and 
taught him that the cultivation of the mind is as much a source of 
happiness as the endeavour to feed and clothe the body ; it has done 
something towards softening a manner that was becoming rude and 
uncivil in the extreme; it has done much everywhere to inculcate 
sound lessons of political economy—to masters in their relation with 
| the market, and both to masters and men in their mutual dependence ; 
it will have directly tended to improve the health of the communities 
it has affected, by setting them at liberty to drain their houses, 
pave, light, and beautify their streets, cleanse their rivers, increase 
their water supply, provide people’s parks and public recreation- 
grounds; and, when its history shall have been written, it will be 
seen that the regeneration of nations and the welfare of future ages 
are amongst the results which it has evolved. 

One reason why the public is not called upon this winter to display 
its ready benevolence is because its former liberality was so great as 
| to have left a large surplus in the hands of the Central Executive 
Relief Committee ; a second is because, under the provisions of the 
Public Works (Manufacturing Districts) Act, certain local corporate 
authorities, invested with power of town government, commissioners, 
&c., having power to levy rates for general or special purposes, and 
boards of guardians, are enabled to borrow money of the Public 
Works Loan Commissioners, “ to provide employment for the distressed 
aperatives by the execution of works of public utility and sanitary 
oy 

he Public Works Act was a happy device for meeting a difficulty 
which was really alarming. A man cannot long resist the inevitable 
effect of living on charity. The strongest spirit of self-reliance must 
in time be broken down by a continuous subsidy. And that this 
demoralising influence could be countenanced, when it applied to half 
a million of people, was quite impossible. It was felt that a splendid 
fund held in the eye of the public was endangering the virtue of the 
people ; and that it would never do to continue to hand the operatives 
the weekly means of subsistence without allowing them the sense of 
having earned it. Educational and other tests soon lost their effect. 
Oakum-picking and shifting heaps of earth—useless occupations fit 
only for the degraded—were scorned by men who had cherished the 
| idea that there is dignity in human labour, 

The works suggested were such as were eminent] 
ears there has here and there been somewhat done by the Local 
Joards of Health to render some of the Lancashire towns 
| habitable; but to make them healthy scarcely anything has 

been done. Every pair of hands that has migrated into 
the locality has come to weave or spin cotton and to build cottages 
and mills. The drainage of houses, the paving of streets, the 
formation of roads, the cleansing of rivers, have been enterprises from 
which most corporate bodies have shrunk. Labour has been “ too 
dear,” and everybody has been “too busy to attend to such things.” 

They were left for a more convenient season, which has come at last, 
and proved itself of inconvenient duration. I had occasion, during 
my tour of inspection the previous Christmas, to call attention to the 
filthy and impassable state of some of the main thoroughfares within 
five minutes’ walk of certain very pretentious townhalls. No rope and 
bunch of hay would have been needed to indicate that passage was 
prohibited; the deep ruts were sufficient te deter any one who had 
respect for his springs. In crossing these sloughs the natives, I per- 
ceived, were aware of certain bricks, and stones, and bits of earthen- 
ware, by means of which the pedestrian might, by a series of well- 
measured leaps, arrive in comparative cleanliness on the ill-paved or 
unpaved footway on each side. These unsewered streets are generally 
the receptacles of the cinders and garbage of the dwellings which line 
them, and, thus raised two or three feet above their proper level, look 
like long mounds scarred with deep ruts, I could not but suggest that 
the able-bodied, then held unwillingly in the schools, me be em- 
ployed in giving a civilising touch to their own towns, The same 
feeling wasexpressed by others, and, presently, Mr. Robert Rawlinson, 
C.E., acting in conjunction with Mr. Farnall, was commissioned by 
her Majesty's Government to report upon the matter. Mr. Rawlinson 
was soon in a position to state that in the distressed towns (represent- 
ing in population about 1,500,000 persons and a net rateable value of 
£4,556,722) £1,500,000 might be expended in permanent improvements 
of a beneficial character. The expenditure of this sum would relieve 
the rates, he suggested, to the extent of £431,756 in the direct 
employment of 12,984 factory operatives for one year, at the rate of 
2s. 4d. a day, the working days numbering 285. Mr. Farnall thought 
that, in the employment of skilled labour, in the preparation of 
material and supervision, the outlay of the proposed sum would 
altogether remove about 82,000 persons from the poor rates and 
charitable funds, the annual cost of whose maintenance in com- 
parative idleness is not less than £320,500. Both, I think, agreed 
that 75 per cent of the entire sum would be circulated in the distressed 

istricts. 

It was consequently determined to lend the £1,500,000 under con- 
| ditions expressed in the Act. For instance, the amount borrowed 

must not exceed one year's rateable value of the property assessable 

within the district to be benefited. The interest is at the rate of 

| £3 10s, per cent; thirty years is given for repayment by annual 

| instalments ; and all applications will be nil after July next. The 

towns of Lancashire will thus get their improvements on the easiest 

terme. I estimate that an annual rate of about 5s. per house will 

| pay principal and interest in thirty years; in other words, the rate, 
| Over the same period, will be about 44d. in the pound per annum.

| Operatives are characterised by the cerebral excitability and the 
precocious development of exotics.

To show noble spirit that 
exists, 1 must mention one gang of eighteen overlookers who have 
taken a contract direct from the Corporation. They have flung them- 
selves free of the relief committee, live on what they earn, and 
divide their profits according to the families of the men employed 
I found 115 men engaged in the Corporation park. They were at 
work 400 ft. above the level of the Preston-road, upon the face of the 
rock to which the park rises, Terraces are being cut, and the 
picturesque escarpment is being prepared for the reception of trees 
and shrubs characteristic of Alpine scenery. It is from this fine 
standpoint that our Artist mdde the sketch which appears on our 
first page.

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PRESENTATION TO MAJOR MELLY, OF LIVERPOOL, 


THE 4th Brigade of Liverpool Artillery Volunteers recently marched 
out to Riversley to present a well-deserved testimonial, in the shape of 
a piece of plate, to Major George Melly, who, since the establishment 
of the corps, in 1859, has spared neither money nor time in rendering 
its organisation perfect, and in establishing a cordiality of feeling 
—— men and officers, On reaching Mr. Melly’s residence the 
brigade was drawn up on the lawn, on which refreshment-tables were 
laid. Conspicuous on one of the tables was the handsome picce 
of silver platesubscribed for by the men, of which we give an Engrav- 
ing. It is a richly-wrought silver vase, liberally floriated, set off with 
handsome pendent handles, &c., and mounted on an ebony pedestal 
On one face of the pedestal the arms of the family, on a silver plate 
are inlaid ; and on the other face, “G.M.,” the monogram of Major 
Melly, similarly displayed. On one face of the vase itself a field- 
piece and gunners in position-drill are wrought in relief; and on the 
opposite face is the following inscription :—“* To Major George Mell 
from the non-commissioned officers and gunners of the 4th Brigade 
L.A. V.—Liverpool, December, 1863.” The cover of the vase is eur- 
mounted by the figure of a gunner, in full uniform and eccoutrements, 
standing at ease. The vase was supplied by Mr. Mayer, and does 
great credit to its manufacturer,

THE TOMB OF JAMES WARD, B.A. 
THE monument engraved on the next page has been erected to th 
memory of the late James Ward, R.A., in Kensal-Green Cemetery, on 
the right-hand side of the principal approach to the chapel, just before 


reaching the large circle. It consists of a monumental headstone, in 
a coved recess of which has been sculptured by Mr. J. H. Foley, 
R.A., in high relief, a figure of the Muse of Painting. She stands in 
a pensive attitude, The head, encircled with a , he corona, is 
inclined forward, the eyes fixed on the grave beneath. In her lef 
hand she holds a palette and sheaf of brushes. The drapery is dis- 
posed with Greek simplicity, and the whole figure has an air of 
antique grace; yet the gesture is touching in its natural pathos. We 
do not remember a more chaste and appropriate sculptural tribute to 
the dead. An inscription on the base sets forth the name, age, ar 
merits of the deceased artist, and further serves to memorialise the 
interment of the accomplished wife of his sen, James Raphael Ward 
the well-known engraver and miniature-painter. It is a singular 
coincidence, seeing the families were quite distinct, that a daughter of 
the last-named artist is now the wife of Mr. E. M. Ward, R.A., and herself 
one of our most distinguished female artists. We may say that the 
tomb is not intended for the family of Mr. E. M. Ward. The late 
James Ward, who died in 1859, aged ninety-two, was for several 
me the oldest living Academician. He was an excellent engraver, 

mt is deservedly better known as am animal-painter.. Some of his 
pictures remind us of the manner of Morland, his early friend, whose 
sister he married, after Morland had, curiously enough, also married the 
sister of Ward, But Ward's study of anatomy, under Brooks, con- 
tributed to enable him to execute works of far higher character and 
completeness than anything by his unhappy brother-in-law. He was 
elected an Associate of the Royal Academy in 1807, and an 
Academician in 1811.

THE RUINS OF 
COPAN. 
THE accompanying 
Engravings are from a 
senes of photographic 
views of the ruins of 
Copan, Central Ame- 
rica, taken by Mr, 
Osbert Salvin, and re- 
cently published 
Messrs. Smith and 
Beck, of Cornhill. The

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tility. Over this plain, 
wherever the vege- 
tation has been left 
untouched, forest 
grows. It would be 
difficult to determine 
how far the ruins ex- 
tend throughout the 
valley, as sculptured 
stones are to be seen 
all along the road 
leading to what ap- 
pears to be the central 
point of the ruins; 
and remains are found 
several leagues away. 
The traveller comes 
unexpectedly upon 
sculptured fragments 
in almost every di- 
rection, and the natives 
point in the hills toa 
painted stone here 
and a carved stone 
there. The ruins of 
Copan comprise the 
walls of a supposed 
temple, 624 ft. in 
length, and many 
pyramidal structures, 
with sculptured idols 
resembling the remains 
of Egyptian or Hindoo 
art. Wherever walls 
and pyramids occur, 
sculptured stones of 
all sizes lie scattered 
in profusion, some 
bearing hieroglyphics, 
others fragments of 
limbs; but more with 
less traceable design. 
With the exception of 
a few monoliths, hardly 
any of the ruins re- 
main undisturbed. The 
terraces and pyramidal 
mounds have had their 
steps and stonework 
almost universally dis- 
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been subjected from time 
ficient to account for so general a dislocation. 
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
